Circleville Municipal Court Judge 
Sterling M. I/amb today endorsed 
Issue 3, saying “ It is the next logical 
step in continuing the improvements 
made possible by the 1968 Modern 
Courts Amendment.” 
Issue 3 is a proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Ohio. 
It will permit the state legislature to 
enact laws that would make municipal 
courts and county courts divisions of 
the court of common pleas. This means 
judges with available time could sit in 
any court of record, thereby making 
judicial manpower available to cope 
with heavy trial dockets. 
Passage of Issue 3 will also permit 
the Ohio General Assembly to form 
districts comprised of two or more 
counties and permit court systems to 
operate on a district basis. 
Issue 3 also provides for in-term pay 
increases for judges of municipal 
courts. The Modern Courts Amend­ 
ment of 1968 granted the right to 
receive compensation change while in 
office to all judges of Ohio’s trial 
courts except municipal and county 
courts. 
Issue 3 has been endorsed by the 
Ohio State Bar Association, the Ohio 
Municipal Judges Assn. and the Ohio 
AF I /-CIO.

Ohio (A P) - Officials 
of Ohio State University’s Develop­ 
ment Fund look all gift horses in the 
mouth. 
“ We do not accept white elephants,” 
said Robert G. Smith vice president in 
charge of development. “ We could go 
out and attract a large number of gifts 
which have no value, then we would 
have a gigantic attic." 
Smith said the state’s largest 
university is not involved in the 
collection of materials and possessions 
for profit. “ We’re not in the business of 
accepting gifts and then selling them 
for the market value," he added. 
The Development Fund, he said, 
wants to attract only those donations 
which 
have 
intrinsic 
value 
to 
education. 
Over the years, the university has 
accepted 5,000 movie posters, 200,000 
leafhoppers, a seven-foot hand carved 
Chinese pagoda, a collection of lichens 
and mosses and manuscripts of well­ 
known Ohioans. 
Charles Traphagen, 
who 
makes 
arrangements for receiving the 
materials, said, “ Gifts of this kind 
enable our students and faculty to 
study and observe great works of art,

Irving, whose husband’s attempt to 
write a bogus biography of Howard 
Hughes landed her in jail, has been 
freed pending a new trial. 
Mrs. Irving, who was convicted 
March 8 on a guilty plea, acted as a 
courier in Swiss bank transactions 
involving $650,000 in advances given 
her husband by McGraw-Hill, the New 
York publisher victimized by the hoax. 
Mrs. Irving appealed, contending 
she was denied benefit of a rule 
favoring defendants on doubtful 
points. She said her only motive in 
helping her husband, Clifford, was to 
save a faltering marriage. Irving also 
is in jail.

Peanut butter was up in more cities 
than any other item in October, rising

averaging about 5 per cent.

Dear Mr. A.: 
Parkinson’s disease is also known as 
Paralysis Agitans. It is sometimes 
referred to as “ shaking palsy.” 
It is a testimonial to your doctor that 
a diagnosis was made so early. 
Sometimes it is extremely difficult to 
recognize until it reaches a more 
advanced stage. 
This disease of the central nervous 
system usually occurs late in life, but 
does occasionally happen to people 
even under 30. 
One unusual type of Parkinson’s 
disease is a complication of en­ 
cephalitis, or brain infection. This is 
now less common because active 
treatment of these infections with 
antibiotics has reduced such after­ 
effects of brain infection. 
Most cases of Parkinson’s disease 
are referred to as “ idiopathic,” which 
is the scientific way of saying, "We 
don’t know the cause.” 
It must be impressed on everyone in 
contact with patients with Parkin­ 
sonism 
that there 
is no mental 
deficiency, retardation or mental 
disturbance associated with this 
condition. 
In advanced stages, the memory can 
be affected. 


The discovery of 
L-dopa 
has 
revolutionized the treatment for 
Parkinson’s disease. Dramatic results 
have truly given these courageous 
people another chance at a happy and 
productive life. 
Highly technical operations of the 
brain by cryosurgery have in some 
cases been remarkably successful. 
Using a probe that is frozen by 
nitrogen, a small portion of the brain 
thought 
to 
be 
responsible 
for 
Parkinsonian is destroyed. 
Surgery by this technique is still 
being carefully investigated and 
assessed. 
Tile future of people with early 
Parkinsonism no longer holds the 
terrible threat it once did.

Dear Mr. K.: 
It is generally conceded that people 


past middle age become more fixed in 
their patterns of thinking and their 
patterns of living.

However, there is no age that cannot 
benefit from talking out problems with 
a physician, 
with a

psychoanalysis must, of course, 
depend on the judgment 
of the 
psychiatrist who is consulted.

If a team attempts a 
kick from the 50-yard stripe and misses, why not turn the ball over to the 
other team at the point of the kick on the 50. Just might make them a little 
more cautious with the field goal attempt that has made the game a little 
free and easy. 
Something will have to be done to make the game as exciting as it used to 
be and prevent the viewer from getting out of his easy chair and switching 
the dial to the Sunday afternoon matinee theatre.

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Mechanic To Justice Chief 


COLUMBUS, Ohio fAFD — An auto 
muffler that stubbornly refused to 
come off sent U.S. Sen. William B. 
Saxbe, R-Ohio, to law school and to his 
new job as the nation’s Attorney 
General, 
After World War II. soldier Saxbe 
returned to his Ohio home town of 
Mechanicsburg, 30 miles west of 
Columbus, and went to work as a 
mechanic in a service station. His 
personal crisis came one winter morn­ 
ing. 
“ I was replacing this muffler that 
didn’t want to come off,” recalled 
Saxbe, “ and every time 1 hit it mud 
and snow fell into my face. 
“ I thought, hell, there’s got to be a 
better way to make a living than this. 1 
crawled out from under the car and 
went to Columbus that afternoon to en­ 
roll in law school." 
Saxbe, 
who 
still 
lives 
in 
Me- 
chanicsburg, got his law degree from 
Ohio State University under the (II bill 
in 1948. 
While still in law school, Saxbe, 29, 
was elected to the Ohio House of 
Representatives. While a member of 
the legislature, he went back into 
service during the Korean War. He 
came out a colonel. 
Saxbe was sent back to the Ohio 
House three times, becoming majority 
leader at 34 and speaker at 37. He 
moved on to become Ohio Attorney 
General, serving three terms and hold­ 
ing the post longer than any man in 
history. 
While serving his last term as at­ 
torney general, he ran for the U.S. 
Senate, defeating Democrat John J. 
Gilligan in the general election. 
Gilligan is now Ohio governor and 
would get to appoint Saxbe’s Senate 
successor. 
Saxbe had been a political scrapper 
throughout his career, usually battling 
within his own party. “ I never worry 
about Democrats,” lie once said, ‘i t ’s 
my fellow Republicans who usually 
have the knife out.’’ 
Saxbe once called former Ohio 
Republican Chairman Ray Bliss “ a 
Judas goat leading the lambs to 
slaughter’’ 
after 
the 
party 
organization broke a long-stand policy 
and decided to make an endorsement 
against Saxbe. 
He had barely got to Washington 
until he discovered he didn’t like Spiro 
T. Agnew, was cool toward President 
Nixon, and took an immediate dislike 
to White House aides H. R. Haldeman 
and John Ehrlichman. 
“ There isn’t anything wrong with 
Nixon that getting rid of those two 
Nazis wouldn’t cure,” said the 
tobacco-chewing Saxbe. 
All 
of 
this 
occurred 
before 
Watergate 
became 
public. 
Re­ 
publicans back in Ohio were cool to 
Saxbe for a while afterward, but when 
the scandal broke they remembered 
what he said and flocked back. 
“ I would say that Bill Saxbe today is 
the most popular politician in the 
state,” said one Democrat official. He 
has even stirred his former opponent, 
Gilligan, to favorable comment. 
“ If I had known he was going to be 
like this, I would have voted for him 
m yself,” 
said 
the 
Democratic 
governor. 
The 57-year-old Saxbe, a stateside 
pilot in World War II and an infantry 
commander during Korea, lives in a 
restored colonial-stvle house when he 
is in Mechanicsburg. 
Known in Ohio as “ the squire of 
Mechanicsburg,” Saxbe is a cattle 
dealer and gentleman farmer. He also 
has real estate interests in Costa Rica. 
He recently announced plans to 
leave the U.S. Senate at the end of his 
term. He said Congress, for the most 
part, “ is a fraud on the American tax­ 
payers.” He blamed the lawmakers 


for passing bills w ith no financing and 
deficit spending. 
“ They think we are a bunch of 
dummies,” he said of his fellow 
legislators. “ It’s time we woke up and 
let them know we aren’t.” 
He 
has 
called 
the 
Nixon 
ad­ 
ministration “ one of-the most inept in 
history” and said if developments 
continued at such a hectic pace in 
regard to Watergate “ We’re going to 
have to get them clown suits up there.” 
Saxbe is married to the former Dolly

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suburb. They met at Ohio State 
University. Saxbe was campaign man­ 
ager for Miss Kleinhans* opponent for 
homecoming queen. 


'Flic Maumee beauty won both the 
homecoming queen race and Saxbe.

.lull IiOpeman, mother of two who lives 


in Columbus; Dr. William Bart Saxbe 
Jr., a surgeon in Boston and Charles R. 
“ Rocky” Saxbe, former Marine 
lieutenant in Vietnam now going to 
school at Ohio State.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An auto 
muffler that stubbornly refused to 
come off sent U.S. Sen. William B. 
Saxbe, R-Ohio, to law school and to his 
new job as the nation’s Attorney 
General. 
After World War II, soldier Saxbe 
returned to his Ohio home town of 
Mechanicsburg, 30 miles west of 
Columbus, and went to work as a 
mechanic in a service station. His 
personal crisis came one winter morn­ 
ing. 
“I was replacing this muffler that 
didn’t want to come off,” recalled 
Saxbe, “and every time I hit it mud 
and snow fell into my face. 
“ I thought, hell, there’s got to be a 
better way to make a living than this. I 
crawled out from under the car and 
went to Columbus that afternoon to en­ 
roll in law school.” 
Saxbe, 
who 
still 
lives 
in 
Me­ 
chanicsburg, got his law degree from 
Ohio State University under the GI bill 
in 1948. 
While still in law school, Saxbe, 29, 
was elected to the Ohio House of 
Representatives. While a member of 
the legislature, he went back into 
service during the Korean War. He 
came out a colonel. 
Saxbe was sent back to the Ohio 
House three times, becoming majority 
leader at 34 and speaker at 37. He 
moved on to become Ohio Attorney 
General, serving three terms and hold­ 
ing the post longer than any man in 
history. 
While serving his last term as at­ 
torney general, he ran for the U.S. 
Senate, defeating Democrat John J. 
Gilligan in the general election. 
Gilligan is now Ohio governor and 
would get to appoint Saxbe’s Senate 
successor. 
Saxbe had been a political scrapper 
throughout his career, usually battling 
within his own party. “ I never worry 
about Democrats,” he once said, ‘i t ’s 
my fellow Republicans who usually 
have the knife out." 
Saxbe once called former Ohio 
Republican Chairman Ray Bliss “ a 
Judas goat leading the lambs to

The 57-year-old Saxbe, a stateside 
pilot in World War II and an infantry 
commander during Korea, lives in a 
restored colonial-style house when he 
is in Mechanicsburg. 
Known in Ohio as “ the squire of 
Mechanicsburg," Saxbe is a cattle 
dealer and gentleman farmer. He also 
has real estate interests in Costa Rica.

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M an Sentenced 
In Fatal Bombing 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) 
Former 
University of Wisconsin student 
Harleton 
L. Armstrong 
has been 
sentenced to a 23*year prison term in a 
1970 bombing that destroyed a campus 
building and killed a researcher. 
Armstrong, 27, pleaded guilty Sept. 
28 to a second-degree murder charge 
and 
was sentenced Thursday 
by 
Circuit Court Judge William Sachtjen. 
“ Ixmg live the revolution!” the 
bearded Armstrong shouted after 
being sentenced. “ Hight on, Karl!" his 
supporters shouted as he left the court­ 
room with his fist raised in salute. 
Thursday night, six persons were 
arrested after police said a group of 
150 protesters gathered on the 
university campus to show support for 
Armstrong. 
Police said the group turned into a 
roving band and caused some property 
damage. 
Sentencing followed two weeks of 
defense testimony at a special hearing. 
The defense summoned a number of 
antiwar activists in an attempt to 
prove the bombing was justified as an 
act of resistance to the Vietnam war. 
Defense witnesses included Daniel 


FJlsberg and Anthony Russo, who 
were acquitted in the Pentagon papers 
case, former Sen. Ernest Gruelling of 
Alaska and antiwar priest Philip 
Berrigan. 
Defense attorney William Kunstler 
said Armstrong’s act was "not the 
willful act of a B52 bomber or the 
president of the United States ... it was 
a well-motivated and well-intentioned 
act." 
He said the judge in sentencing 
Armstrong “ missed a great op­ 
portunity for reconciliation and to set a 
precedent far beyond the importance 
of this particular case." 
The hearing was to consider a 
mitigation of sentence and no jury was 
seated. 
Armstrong still faces sentencing in 
federal court where he has pleaded 
guilty to charges in connection w ith the 
bombing that killed physicist Robert 
Fassnacht, 33. 
Armstrong was arrested in Canada 
in February 1972. 
Still sought in the bombing are 
Armstrong’s brother Dwight, 22; 
David Fine, 21, of Wilmington, Del.; 
and U*o Burt, 25, of Havertown, Pa. 
Logan Elm Mothers Unite

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Whatever it 
was that was ailing in the relationship 
between Israel and the United States, 
President Nixon apparently had the 
tonic. 
Israeli Prime Minister Golda Meir 
carne to the United States in a hurry 
this week 
seeking 
“ answers and 
clarifications’’ to questions and 
problems that developed between the 
two countries because of the Middle 
East war. 
But, in the time it took Mrs. Meir to 
eat breakfast with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and talk to Nixon 
for 80 minutes Thursday, the troubles 
seemed to vanish. 
“ There is no pressure” by the United 
States for Israel to make concessions 
on cease-fire lines,” she told reporters. 
She said there 
were 
never 
any 
American conditions placed on the 
supply of arms. 
“ I was reassured of something I had 
known very much before,” Mrs. Meir 
said in an opening statement. “ We hold 
common goals;” the cease-fire must 
prevail and a “ true and lasting peace” 
must be* arranged. 
The White House meeting ended w ith 
the 
Israeli leader “ confidant 
the 


friendship between us w ill be enhanced 
and will grow." 
When asked why, if everything is so 
satisfactory, 
she 
rushed 
to 
Washington, Mrs. Meir responded, 
“ Just to find out that there was no 
pressure.” 
She added that the United States has 
no “ detailed plan” for peace and 
“ maybe for lack of time” there was no 
discussion with Nixon of an ultimate 
Middle East settlement. 
On this matter, she said, the dispute 
over a cease-fire could be solved by 
“ moving forces on both sides,” 
perhaps in large numbers. 
This would straighten the cease-fire 
lines, make them “ more coherent" 
and easier to enforce, she said. 
Her plan would involve the “ moving 
of large numbers of soldiers, but 
without jeopardizing the rights of 
either party.” 
This was an evident reference to the 
20,000 soldiers of Egypt’s 3rd Army, 
which is trapped at the southern end of 
the Suez Canal’s east bank. 
The theme of direct negotiations was 
played often in her news conference 
and in her talks with Nixon and 
Kissinger.
